And 
further to ſhew that they are a People 
that love Order and good Government, they 
carefully praQtiſe it among themſelves ; 
for if there be twenty Meetings of Wor- 
ſhip in a County, they peradventure 
make three or four Monthly Meetings of 
Buſineſs ; and theſe Monrbly Meetings are 
reſolved into a Quarterly Meeting tor the 
County, by ſuch Members as they ſeve- 
rally appoint to conſtitute it : And all the 
Quarterly Meetings in the Nation, by cho- 
{en Men out of themſelves, do conſtitute 
one general Yearly Meeting ; unro which 
the Meetings of thoſe People, in all parts 
of . the World, have their Fecourſe, by 
Choſen Meſſengers or by Epiſtles. The Bu- 
ſineſs of all which Meetings, 1n their ſe- 
veral Degrees, being to promote /zrtue 
and Charity, Peace and Unity.

cording to Col. 1. 26, 27, 28, 29. and 


2 Cor. 13.5. as being the Riches of the Glo- 
ry of the Myſteries revealed, and to be re- 
vealed in theſe latter days.
